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Marion Stratton wins $20,000 in Big Spin

Marion Stratton, a 71-year-old grandmother 
from Sierra Madre, spun the wheel, participating 
in the Big Spin Saturday, and came out $20,000 
richer. 

She was told by a Lottery official before the 
spin that the chances of her name being pulled for 
the Big Spin was about the same as being struck 
by lightning. The excitement Stratton felt, however, 
was about the same as being struck by lightning. 

Stratton had a $100 entry ticket from the 
“Pot of Gold” Scratcher game, having purchased 
the ticket at Crystal Farms Market in Sierra Madre. 

“I knew I had a $100 winner but I didn’t know 
that I would be one of the six people lucky enough 
to go up to Sacramento for The Big Spin,” Stratton 
said. When the phone call came a couple of weeks 
ago, to inform her that she was one of the lucky 
six drawn out of millions, she was not home. Her 
husband. Jack, thought it would be more fun for 
her if she heard her name on television as one of 
the six winners. 

“1 think everyone in the apartment heard me 


scream when 1 heard by name on television that 
night.” In order to qualify for The Big Spin, 
participants must have won a preliminary $100. 
Needless to say, those names chosen to participate 
in that “spin” are among millions of other $100 
winners. She had a chance to win between $10,000 
and $2 million. Her share, as reported above, was 
$20,000 and she is, indeed, grateful for that amount. 

“The $20,000 was the highlight of the weekend 
but we had so much fun up there (Sacramento),” 
she stated. She took her daughter-in-law, Patsy 
Stratton, who lives in Palm Desert, with her to 
Sacramento. Jeff Edwards is MC of the program 
and, coincidentally enough, also resides in Palm 
Desert. 

The show was taped Saturday morning and 
the Strattons viewed it that evening on television. 

“1 had a free room and breakfast and they 
flew me up. Everyone was so wonderful and 
congenial. It was a wonderful weekend,” Stratton 
reported. “Had 1 hit a double I would have won 
the $2 million, but I’m very happy with what I 


have.” 

She said that she had nothing this exciting 
happen to her for a long time. “1 won $500 five 
years ago in a Scratch Off ticket.” 

How many tickets does she buy a week? One 
for sure. Maybe two. So it’s not as if her chances 
were that great. 

Stratton works as a partr-time sales clerk at the 
Village Hearth in Monrovia for Helen Elliott, whose 
shop. The Spinning Wheel in Sierra Madre, was 
destroyed by fire two years ago. While the building 
is being reconstructed, Elliott took over The Village 
Hearth from Vianna Boettcher who had owned it in 
Sierra Madre before moving it to Monrovia. Stratton 
worked for two years for Boettcher and a year 
for Elliott. 

The winner said that one man won $100,000 
Saturday but others won $10,000 and $20,000. 

Stratton is the third Sierra Madre resident to 
appear on the show. Both the previous finalists 
have won $50,000 — Carol Hoertig on Jan. 9, 
1988 and Julie Sargisi on Feb. 4, 1989. 


City administrator Me Rea clears up 
some misconceptions of water ordinance 


There have been many questions raised to the 
Sierra Madre News since last week’s articles in area 
papers concerning the Mandatory Water Conserva¬ 
tion Ordinance public hearing. The ordinance is 
pubiishedin this week’s edition of The News. 

City Administrator Jim McRea said that the 
Ordinance is effective upon adoption. “It is in place 
now and sets up five phases of conservation. The 
ordinance is an enabling ordinance that allows the 
City Council by resolution to adopt the five levels 
or phases of conservation on mandatory reduction. 
The percentage of reduction that would apply is 
based on the resolution that would begin on the next 
billing cycle. Meters are read between the 15th and 
20th of the month. It will not be effective until the 
next reading of the meters. We are sending bills 
today (Tuesday, Apr. 2) to be used through Mar. 


20. The next people to be billed will be May 3 
for the water used through Apr. 20. Remember 
that the billing cycle will follow the date of the 
resolution.” ,, 

McRea said that once the ordinance is in placC 
the conservation level will be set based on anticipated 
need. “At this point the City Council hasn’t 
taken action to decide other than that the voluntary 
amount is for a 10 percent reduction. You’ll recall 
that one of the phases is 20 percent, one at 15 
percent. Until the City Council Decides on the 
phase, we don’t actually know what phase to use. 
We do know that they have decided to go back to 
the 1989 billing (to determine a starting base).” 

McRea reiterated that the staff report had 
recommended a 20 percent reduction but the City 
Council deferred action until an additional study 


could be made because of the substantial rain the 
city received. 

Violations? 

Those people who are using less than 2000 cubic 
feet will not be affected by the mandatory 
conservation. 

“If you are using less than 250 gallons per day 
you will not have mandatory reduction in the billing 
cycle,” McRea explained. 

In the 12-month period beginning in July of 
each year, the first violation of using more than 
the reduction for the prior year would result in a 
warning only. That would apply to those who have 
exceeded the amount allowed. 

“The first violation, actual violation, after the 
warning would be equal to 100 percent or twice 
the basic water rate. So first you get a warning, 
then your first violation is double the water bill 


which is the surcharge. For the second violation 
you receive a penalty of 100 percent of the above 
(which is doubled) so the water rates would 
quadruple.” 

McRea explained further that those who ignore 
the former warnings would have flow restrictors 
installed and would pay for installation (and/or 
removal) of those restrictor devices. “Remember 
that this all takes place in a 12-month period,” 
McRea warned. 

“If the City Council adopts the percentage on 
Apr. 9, the next meeting, it would go into effect 
on Apr. 20,” he said. 

The News will put together a more comprehensive 
article as soon as the City Council adopts the 
resolution and there is subsequent information 
available.

There is an old saying to the effect that “we 
never miss the water until the well goes dry.” 
Reports emanating from city hall would indicate the 
phrase may become reality in the near future of 
Sierra Madre. Ignoring history can sometimes be 
fatal. All over the earth there are many evidences 
that drought has had a devastating power to change 
not only geography, but nations and history. The 
Sahara Desert is the world’s prime example. It is well 
to remember that while Mother Nature is generally 
kind and generous, she can be cruel and capricious. 
We had better slow down the water and speed up the 
thinking. One of the most terrible droughts to visit 
this area was in the 1850s, not too long as measured 
by the lifespan of man. 

While coming to the decision to give up my 
sweetcorn garden this summer, it got me to thinking 
how the attitude toward water can change with time 
and circumstance. I grew up about a mile from the 
Mississippi River, and our house was probably no 
more than 20 feet above the normal level of the 
river, and just below the surface was an ocean of fresh 
water in a sandbank left by the Ice Age. 

In those days in the early part of this century, 
our village had no running water, so we had no sew¬ 
ers to pour it into. At each backdoor was a pump, 
and a few pulls on the handle filled the bucket hang¬ 
ing on the spout. This was carried into the house to 
fill the tea kettle, the coffee pot, the stove re¬ 
servoir and the dishpans in which the dishes were 
washed. No faucets to turn on, no drains, so the 
waste water was carried outside and returned to the 
earth. Even the bath water from the legendary bath 
in the kitchen on Saturday was disposed of the same 
way. In the summer all water was poured around 
fruit trees or berry bushes. We had an ocean of water 


to waste, and we wasted not one drop, not because 
we gave it any thought. Our way of life was not clut¬ 
tered by wasteful, easy-to-do methods. 

No bathroom meant no flush toilets, a great user 
of water in these civilized times. The outhouse by the 
alley, that structure which was the butt of many 
jokes, (no pun intended) sufficed for our bodily 
needs. In the summer it was a sweatbox, in the 
winter an icebox. On a blizzardy night, one got it 
over, and did not tarry long. 

Most homes now have a garbage grinder under 
the sink, a user of a considerable amount of water. 
Others put their garbage in a container and put it 
on the curb, where in a short time it adds to another 
problem, landfill space. 

In our backyard we had the best garbage disposal 
in the world, a Dock of chickens. Every bite we did 
not eat, the chickens ate, and with corn and lawn 
clippings, they turned everything into beautiful, big 
brown eggs. Twice a month the pen was raked, the 
chicken house cleaned, and the refuse, along with 
wood ashes from the stove, was placed on the garden 
where it was plowed under in the spring and helped 
raise another crop of vegetables in which the hens 
eventually shared. Anyone here for recycling? 

Personally, I have one regret. In those earlv years 
I did not realize what 1 was doing to my health. 1 
drank coffee boiled in a pot, wolfed down eggs fried 
in saltpork grease, drank what was essentially river 
water, took baths in a tin tub and paid daily visits to 
the outhouse with the crescent cut in the door. 

Now that I am approaching 90,1 am sorry I lived 
such a wretched life from day one. To quote the ini¬ 
mitable George Burns, “If I had known 1 was going 
to live this long I would have taken better care of 
myself.”

Etiquette of the Stars and Stripes 


When displayed 
with another flag, as illus¬ 
trated, the U. S. Flag 
should be to its own 
right, or the observer’s 
left, with its staff over 
that of the other flag 
(Sec. 3,d). 


The U. S. Flag should not be dipped to any 
person or thing. Regimental colors, state, city, or- 

S inizational or other flags are dipped as a mark of 
onor (Sec. 4). 


Note: There is one exception to the above 
provision. 

U. S. Navy vessels, upon receiving a salute by the 
dipping of the flag from a vessel registered by a 
nation which u formally recognized by the U.S., 
must return the compliment dip for dip.

When flags of two or 
more nations are displayed 
they should be flown from 
separate staffs of the same 
height and the flags should 
be of approximately equal 
size (Sec. 3,g).

The good news is, several new business 
and property owners have aliended recent 
meetings to learn more about tlie proposed 
Business Improvement District (BID). A task 
force, chaired by Doug Delahooke (Delahooke 
& Associate Realtors), began researching 
funding sources in May of last year to sustain 
continued downtown revitalization. Original 
Main Street funding from the Sierra Madre 
Community Redevelopment Agency was for 
three years. That commitment runs out at 
the end of June this year. 

When Main Street and Chamber leaders 
began discussing the desirability of a merger, 
the task force composed of members from both 
organizations was activated. Their goal 
immediately became to find one or more 
funding sources, in addition to CRA hinds, 
that would generate sufficient funds on an 


annual basis to finance a strong organization 
to manage the downtown revitalization 
program. 

That funding search has come to focus on 
the BID. Why? Because the improvement 
district assessment process appears to be the 
fairest mechanism available to spread program 
costs among those who benefit. And that is 
why the task force is making strong efforts 
to involve as many commercial business and 
property owners in the process as possible. 

Communications is a difficult process at 
best. There is not enough money available 
in the Main Street Chamber budget to send 
meeting notices and follow up minutes to 
everyone within the propo.sed district. There 
are not enough volunteers nor enough staff 
time to personally contact everyone before 
and after the bi-weekly meetings. That’s why it 
has been encouraging to see several previously 
uninvolved business and property owners at 
recent meetings. 

Everyone knows for this effort to be both 
a short as well as long-term succe.ss, the funding 
formula has to be perceived as fair. And, the 
funded programs have to have the broadest 
possible benefit. The not-so-good news is, too 
few of the business community who have been 
asked to help are getting involved. Everyone is 
busy. Time commitment priorities are not the 
same for everyone. 

The task force meetings are scheduled to 
take place every two weeks. Those reading the 
paper today (Wednesday) can make the 
Thursday morning meeting, Apr. 4 at 
8:30 a.m. in the Senior Citizen Center. You 
don’t have to make every meeting, make the 
ones you can. You’ll be added to the mailing 
list and receive as much information presented 
to or discussed by the task force as possible.

This book is not for everyone. Whenever I 
say this phrase, I always think of Herman 
Hesse’s novel, “Steppenwolf,” because it seems 
Hesse took ownershio of those words, and 1 
am always reminded. But Elisabeth Elliot’s, 
“A Slow and Certain Light” has no relationship 
to Hesse’s classic at all, though, I suppose 
you can classify them both as roadmaps for 
a spiritual journey. 

This past week has contained several of 
the most traditional and sacred religious 
holidays in the Judeo-Christian heritage, and 
my thoughts and reading habits could not 
help but reflect that. 

“Some thoughts on the guidance of God,” 
is the subtitle of Elliot’s book, and in her 
introduction she realistically and honestly states 
her intention in writing it: 

Nothing I have to say here is new. It is a 
well-worn path that thousands have traveled, 
but I have written down in very simple 
terms what I have seen on the way, hoping 
that one more witness will be encouragement 
to some who even (today) believe that 
there is a God who can lighten our 
darkness.” 

Since she wrote this book in the early 
’70s, a generation has risen up, and yet these 
truths are timeless. And Elliot’s faith and life 
have been consistent, this is the same slow and 
certain light she has born witness to in a 
dozen other books. 

In many of them she has told the story 
of her first husband, Jim Elliot, who, by faith, 
became a missionary to a previously unreached 
tribe of very primitive indians and who was 
swiftly, shockingly martyred. Elisabeth then. 


by faith, returned to the same land and 
continued the good, seemingly cruelly aborted 
work. It is for this reason, that when she 
writes of “her thoughts on the guidance of 
God,” 1 am interested. She isn’t through a hat 
of blind faith, but from faith, in her case, 
tested in the fire and the flood. I knew she 
had lived through bad things happening to 
good people in a dimension few of us are 
given to see and suffer, and yet she has 
stayed on the “well-worn path.” 

The words in the book that impacted me 
the strongest are at the very end of her very 
logical, systematic approach to “Guidance” in 
a section entitled “Advice from friends,” she 
writes: 

“It is not, however, as though God allows 
us to see what mav look to us like 
‘good reasons’ for his letting things turn 
out as they did. Sometimes, of course, he 
does, but we must be aware of insisting on 
some ‘justification’ or vindication that 
satisfies us. God has never promised any 
such vindication here in this life. He is 
under no obligation whatever to explain 
himself. He did not answer Job’s questions. 
He does not answer all of ours. It is faith 
and faith alone that can believe that things 
fit into a pattern for good. The human 
evidence points in the other direction...Where 
reasons are given, we don’t need faith. 
Where only darkness surrounds us, we have 
no means for seeing except faith.” 

In other words, “Blessed are they that did 
not see, and yet believed.” And even on a 
well-worn path, that is the age-old leap of 
faith.

Edna Maxwell has lived 
in Sierra Madre for 54 
years. She and her first 
husband arrived here in 
1937 from Chicago, and 
coming from the “Windy 
City,” they thought Sierra 
Madre was heaven.

Sierra Madre has 
changed since then but 
Edna’s feeling about 
our city never changed. 
Over the years and out 
of love for this community 
she has given hours and 
hours of her time in a 
long list of volunteer 
pursuits and 

received a number of 
impressive awards for 
outstanding service. 

In .lanuary, 1990 due 
to a fall in her home 
while she was living alone, 
she became a resident of 
Sierra Madre Skilled 
Nursing Facility. For her 
busy life and ail she has 
accomplished we salute 
Edna Maxwell as our 
SNF Senior of the 
Month. 

Back in Chicago, Edna 
was affiliated with the 
Order of Eastern Star 
and transferred that 
membership here, a 


membership of almost 60 
years, and is a Past 
Worthy Matron. Her 
membership in the Sierra 
Madre Congregational 
Church began soon after 
her arrival here and an 
active one it has been. 
For years, when you 
entered the church on 
Sunday Edna was there 
to greet you warmly. 

The Sierra Madre 
Garden Club was founded 
in the late 1930s with 
Edna involved in the 
founding and as a past 
president. A very active 
group in the early days 
found them with flower 
shows, home tours, 
hours of work for the 
City at Memorial Park, 
Richardson House and 
the Sierra Madre Pioneer 
Cemetery. In May, 1985 
she received the Sierra 
Madre Senior of the 
Year Award for Older 
American Recognition 
presented by L.A. County 
though the nomination 
by the Garden Club. She 
was experienced in 
growing African Violets, 
grew many lovely ones 
in her home and was 
active in an African 
Violets Society. 

One has only to look 
at Edna’s life to know 
of her strong love for 
her country which 
inspired her political 
work at all levels, local, 
slate and national.

community. After the 
death of her husband, 
Albert Barkman, and 
after being widowed for 
several years, she married 
the late William Maxwell 
and both worked diligently 
to get out the vote or in 
supporting various 
candidates.

This lady was a 
wonderful cook, and 
during WWII catered 
Kiwanis luncheons as a 
fund-raiser for the 
Eastern Star and also 
dinners for the Garden 
Club. With rationing of 
gasoline and food during 
wartime it was not only 
a matter of cooking but 
how to shop and get 
food stamps enough to 
provide a meal. 

Her great love was the 
Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club and she attended 
meetings regularly to 
shortly before coming 
to SNF. Her term as 
president from 1963 — 
1%5 was a very productive 
one and for this and 
other offices she held 
the Club has awarded 
her an Honorary Life 
Membership and named 
her President Emeritus.

District, California

CLE Vt. CHAPTER 3. SECTIONS 6535 AND 6536 TO THE SIERRA MADRE 
MUNICIPAL CODE. RELATING TO A MANDATORY WATER CONSERVATION 
PLAN. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES HEREBY OR¬ 
DAIN: 

SECTION f. Section 6535 and 6536 of the Sierra Madre Municipal Code are 
hereby added to read as follows; 

Section 6535 Mandatory Water Conservation Plan 


necessity of implementation of a Mandatory Water Conservation 
Plan, and implementation ol this ordinance on the current and im¬ 
mediate threat of a water shortage. 

(c) PURPOSE. The Mandatory Water Conservation Plan is to Minimize 
the effects of a water shortage to the water customers of the city and 
to significantly reduce the delivery and consumption of water, 
thereby extending the period of available water to match the water 
which may be supplied or delivered to the distribution system ol the 
city. The minimum level of conservation to match the decreed right 
of water extraction of 1764 acre feel of water from the eastern unit of 
the Raymond Basin. 

(d) APPLICATION. The provision of this urgency ordinance shall apply 
to all customers, users, and property served by the Water Depart¬ 
ment. It shall also apply to all pmnerties and facilities owned, main¬ 
tained, operated, or under the jurisdiction of the various officers, 
boards, commissions, departments, or agencies of the city. 

Seclion 6536 Water Conservation Phases (I through VI) 

No customer ol the Water Department shall make, cause, use or per¬ 
mit the use of water from the Water Department for residential, com¬ 
mercial. Industrial, agricultural, governmental, or any other propose 
in a manner contrary to any provision of this urgency ordinance or in 
an amount in excess of that use permitted by the conservation plan 
in effect and any prior phase, pursuant to action taken by the City 
Council in accordance with the provisions of this urgency ordinance. 

(a) PHASE I PROHIBITED USE APPLICABLE TO ALL CUSTOMERS 

( 1 ) There shall be no washing of sidewalks, walkways, patios, 
driveways, or parking areas by a water hose. 

(2) No water shall be used to clean, fill or maintain levels in 
decorative fountains unless such water is part of a recycling 
system. 

(3) No restaurant, cafe. deli, or other public place where food is 
sold, served or offered for sale, shall serve drinking water to 
any customer unless expressly requested by the customer. 

(4) No customer of the Water Department shall permit water to 
leak from any facility on the premises. 

(5) No lawn, landscaping, or other turf area shall be watered or 
irrigated between the hours of 10;00 A.M. and 4;(X) P.M. 

(6) No iawn, landscape, or turf area shall be watered in a 
wasteful manner. Nor shall any water be wasted if the ex¬ 
isting conditions may be corrected or reasonable modified. 

(b) PHASE II CUSTOMER WATER CURTAILMENT BY 10%. No 

customer shall make, cause, use or permit the use of water delivered 
from the Water Department for any purpose in an amount in excess 
of ninety percent (90%) of the amount used during the base period 
defined in this ordinance, —— 

(C) PHASE III CUSTOMER WATER CURTAILMENT BY 16%. No 

customer shall make, cause, use or permit the use of water delivered 
frem^he Water Department for any purpose in an amount in excess 
of eigfiTy-fiye percent (85%) of the amount used during the base 
period defined*tn this ordinance. 

(d) PHASE IV CUSTOMER WATER CURTAILMENT BY 20%. No 

customer shall make, cause, use or permit the use of water delivered 
from the Water Department lor any purpose in an amount in excess 
of eighty percent (60%) of the amount used during the base period 
defined in this ordinance. 

(e) PHASE V CUSTOMER CURTAILMENT BASED ON 2064 ACRE FEET 
OF WATER AVAILABLE. No customer shall make, cause, use or per¬ 
mit the use of water delivered from the Water Department for any 
purpose in an amount In excess of the base period allocation, which 
may be approximately 24%, or as specifically determined for each 
property or site. 

(f) PHASE VI CUSTOMER CURTAILMENT BASED ON 1764 ACRE FEET 
OF WATER AVAILABLE. No customer shall make, cause, use, or per¬ 
mit the use of water delivered from the Water Department for any 
purpose in an amount in excess of the base period allocation, which 
may be approximately 36%, or as specificaliy determined for each 
property or site. 

(g) EXCEPnON, SERVICES. The prohibited uses of water from the 
Water Department provided in sub-section 6535(a) are not applicable 
to that use of water necessary for public health, safety, or for essen¬ 
tial governmental services such as fire, police, public works, or 
similar emengency services. 


POLICY. It is hereby declared that the City of Sierra Madre shall for 
the general public health, safety, and welfare, and to assure an ade¬ 
quate water supply to the community, require a Mandatory Water 
Conservation Plan to be authorized during a period of necessity. 
URGENCY. The City Council may find and determine that a water 
shortage emergency condition may exist or may in the immediate 
future exist, and therein declare the same, establishing the urgent 


FAILURE TO COMPLY It shall be unlawful and a misdemeanor for 
any customer or user thereof of the Water Department to fail to com¬ 
ply with any provision of this ordinance. Civil penalties shall be as 
follow; 


(3) THIRD VIOLATION. For the third violation by any customer 
of the Water Department of any provision of Section 6536(a) 
through (f). a water restrictor shall be installed behind the 
water meter, after due notice and due process In regards to 
usage, needs, and/or the installation of a fire sprinkler 
system at the site. The unavailability of adequate water sup¬ 
ply may require the site to be unoccupied. 


(6) ADMINISTRATIVE RELIEF. A Water Appeals Board is 
established to hear appeals of the base allocation, percen¬ 
tage conservation, and violation surcharges or penalties. 
The Water Appeals Board shall be comprised of three 
representatives from the Water Department. Finance Depart¬ 
ment. and Administration. 


The following procedural requirements shall apply with 
regard to the office conference and appeal; 


(a) Request for an office conference must be filed in 
writing to the Water Department within ten (10) 
working days after receipt of the utility bill. The 
customer must state in writing the grounds for the 
appeal. 

(b) The office conference shall occur within ten (10) 
working days of receipt of the request. 

(c) The Water Department shall render a decision 
within ten (10) working days of the office con¬ 
ference. 

(d) An appeal may be filed within ten (10) working days 
after a final decision by the Water Department to 
the Water Appeals Board. The appeal should state 
the grounds upon which it is based, and what 
remedy, if any the Apellant seeks. 

The Water Department shall have the authority, 
upon the filing by a customer of an application for 
relief as herein provided, to take such steps as it 
deems reasonable and to set up such procedures as 
it considers necessary to resolve said application 
for relief, in determining whether relief shall be 
granted, the Water Department, and on appeal to 
the Water Appeals Board, shall take into considera¬ 
tion all relevant factors including, but limited to: 

1. Whether any additional reduction in water con¬ 
sumption will result in unemployment; 

2. Whether additional members have been added to 
the household; 

3. Whether any additional landscaped property has 
been added to the base period property; 

4. Changes in vacancy factors in multi-family hous¬ 
ing; 

5. Increased number of employees in commercial, 
industrial, and governmental offices; 

6. Increased production requiring increased water; 

7. Necessary water uses during new construction; 

8. Adjustments to water use caused by emergency 
health or safety hazards; 

9. First filing of a permit-constructed swimming 
pool; 

10. Water use necessary for reasons relat^ to fami¬ 
ly illness or health.

EXCEPTION. CONSERVATION. The implementation of Phases 11 
through IV shall not apply to customers of the Water Department cur¬ 
rently utilizing less than 2000 cubic feet of water per billing cycle. 
This is approximatey equal to 250 gallons per day, calculated as 
follows; 2(X)0 cubic feet x 7.48 gallons per cubic foot, divided by 60 
(approximate number of days in billing period). 


FIRST VIOLATION. For the first violation by any customer of 
the Water Department of any provision of Section 6536(a) 
through (f), a surcharge penalty is hereby imposed in an 
amount of twice or billing units. 


SECOND VIOLATION. For the second violation by any 
customer of the Water Department of any provision of Sec¬ 
tion 6536(a) through (f), a penalty equal to 100% of Section 
6536 (i) (1) is hereby imposed. 


COST OF INSTALLATION AND REMOVAL OF FLOW 
RESTRICTOR. The City Council shall authorize the fee 
schedule tor any cost of installation and removal of restric- 
tor(s) devices. 


VIOLATION PERIOD. After a warning, the first, second, and 
third violations will be determined by the number of times in 
the proceeding twelve months, beginning with July in any 
given prior year, the Conservation Plan phases are exceed¬ 
ed. 


No relief shall be granted to any customer for any 
reason in the absence of a showing by the customer 
that he has achieved the maximum practijbal reduc¬ 
tion in water consumption, as the case may be, 
other than in the specific area in which relief is be¬ 
ing sought. No relief shall be granted to any 
customer who, when requested by the Water Depart¬ 
ment, fails to provide the Water Department with In¬ 
formation whereby the services provided to him/her 
can be classified for the purpose of establishing an 
appropriate base or classification pursuant to the 
provisions of this Chapter. If an actiorV on the ap¬ 
plication for relief is mutally agreed upon between 
the Water Department and the customer, by the 
agreement shall be in writing and signed by the 
customer, and no appeal on said application may be 
made by the customer 

(e) RELIEF FROM COMPLIANCE WILLFUL 
MISPRESENTATION 

Notwithsatnding any other provision of law, any 
willful misrepresentation of a material fact by any 
person to the Water Department or to the Water Ap¬ 
peals Board, made for the purpose of securing relief 
from the provisions of this Urgency Ordinance for 
any customer, is unlawful; and a violation of this 
subsection shall be punishable by a fine not to ex¬ 
ceed five hundred dollars (S500), or by imprisonment 
in the county jail for a period not to exceed six (6) 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

(j) BASE PERIOD ALLOCATION: 1989 CONSUMPTION DATA 

(k) IMPLEMENTATION OF REQUIRED PHASES 

The Water Department shall evaluate and monitor the pro¬ 
jected availability, supply, and demand tor water^ and shall 
recommend to the City Administrator, the extent of the con¬ 
servation pahses required by customers, so the Department 
may prudently plan for and deliver water to its customers on 
a continuous fiscal year basis. The City Council, shall be 
Resolution, order that the appropriate pahse of water con¬ 
servation be implemented, modified, or rescinded. The 
Resolution shall become effective immediately upon adop¬ 
tion by the City Council and shall be published once in the 
newspaper of general circulation. Percentage reduction 
shall apply to the next billing cycle commencing on or after 
the effective date of the adoption by the City Council. 


SECTION II. This Ordinance shall become immediately effective pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 65858 of the Government Code and for the reasons 
stated above. 


SECTION ill. The City Clerk shall certify to the adoption of this Ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be published in a newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion in the City of Sierra Madre.

The current play at the 
Pasadena Playhouse is 
entitled “Other People’s 
Money” and interestingly 
sub-titled “the ultimate 
seduction,” also “a new 
play by Jerry Sterner.” 
Kevin Conway who 
directs this production, 
also plays a principal 
role as he did in New 
York. It is imaginatively 
constructed, bitingly 
satiric, expertly 
performed, and it is 
about a world about 
which I know next to 
nothing, the world of the 
stockmarket wheelers 
and dealers. Although 
some members of the 
audience seemed to find 
certain jokes much 
funnier than 1 did, (my 
ignorance, entirely, 1 
suspect) 1 certainly 
enjoyed the repartee. 

John Anderson, whose 
face is familiar after 
almost 50 years in the 
performing arts, plays 
downright, forthright 
Jorgy, the owner of a 
70-year-old wire and cable 
company in Rhode Island. 
He and his business 


manager have diversified 
somewhat, but the old 
wire business is his first 
love. Christopher Curry 
is the manager, younger, 
ambitious, good at 
looking after number 
one, seeing himself as 
owner when Jorgy retires. 
As the two are cong¬ 
ratulating themselves on 
keeping the old factory’s 
head above water, they 
receive a visit from a 
somewhat un.savory but 
immensely wealthy fellow 
named Garfinkle (Kevin 
Conway). 

It seems the price of 
stock in their company 
has been going up 
recently largely because 
Garfinkle has been 
buying it up. His rather 
devious explanations 
lead Jorgy to persuade 
his long-time and loving 
secretary, Bea (Georgann 
Johnson) to get her sharp 
young lawyer-daughter, 
Kate (Margaret Reed), 
to investigate his 
dealings, find out what is 
going on and defend the 
company. 

Garfinkle and Kate 


both know their way 
around. To Garfinkle, 
the stock market is a 
huge and pleasureful 
game of chance. Guess 
wrong, you go broke. 
Guess right and you win 
millions and he doesn’t 
mind if he makes money 
for other stockholders 
along the way. To Jorgy, 
business is a dedication 
whereby you care for 
your traditions, your 
reputation and your 
workmen. Garfinkle is 
a realist, blunt-spoken, 
somewhat foul-mouthed, 
and adventurous. Kate 
can match him crack for 
crack, but feels honor 


bound to defend Jorgy’s 
more sentimental interests. 

Wasn’t there a book 
and a movie some years 
ago called “Cash 
McCall”? It was about 
an entrepreneur of this 
type who would buy up 
small businesses, jack up 
their value by arcane 
financial methods, then 
sell them to a competitor 
who would pay an 
extravagant price for the 
privilege of closing them 
down. Everybody was 
supposed to be happy 
because the stock holders 
made lots of money but 
the business was dead. 
(1 hope 1 remember 


correctly.) Something of 
this sort is going on with 
Garfinkle. 

The problem is that 
you come to understand 
all the people in the 
story. The manager is a 
bit slippery, and 
Garfinkle certainly starts 
out uncouth, but as his 
logic gains validity, his 
appearance (literally) 
becomes more acceptable 
and his mannerisms as 
much entertaining as 
crude. Therefore, you do 
not have a clear-cut hero 
or villain. We see so 
much melodrama on 
television these days 
that not putting labels on 
the characters is a bit 
unsettling. These are real 
people, clever-talking 
ones, faced with changes, 
for better or worse, in 
the way business is done, 
and spending an evening 
with them stimulates not 
only the funny-bone but 
the mind. 

Garfinkle quote: 
Lawyers are like nuclear 
bombs. You have to have 
yours because the other 
guy has his, but if you 


start using them they 
mess up everything.

Unfortunately, theft is a fact of life for 
all libraries. Frequent victims include the cut-up 
food sections of Thursday morning papers and 
the April issue of Consumer Reports, which 
features the new car ratings. Even with the 
latest security systems, items still manage to 
“walk.” 

A curious recent case involved the annual 
Business Week issue that features the "Best 
Mutual funds Getting the Most Reward for the 
least Risk” information. For the second year 
in a row, this information has been surgically 
cut out of the issue, probably with scissors or 
a knife. 

If nothing else, this act is a crime. According 
to the California Education Code under offenses 
against libraries (including public libraries), 
this act falls under the sections concerned with 
“willful detention of property” or “malicious 
cutting, tearing, defacing, breaking, or 
injuring.” A person violating these sections 
is “guilty of a misdemeanor." 

The irony here is that the entire issue costs 
only $2. One would think that a person 
interested in mutual funds would have $2 to 
spare for this information. - 

Perhaps the person simply missed the issue 
and resorted to swiping the information from 
the library. This sounds plausible, but for two 
years in a row? Could It be the same person? 

The problem here is that the library only 
receives one copy of the magaxine. By the time 
we learned of the problem, that issue was no 
longer available on the newsstand. We now have 
to wait several months for that Issue to arrive 
on microfiche. 

When we have to explain the situation to 
patrons, the reaction Is usually the same as if 
you told them that a local church had been 
robbed or vandalized. This Is because many 
view libraries and churches in the same way, as 
places that reflect the positive aspects of the 
society. 

In both places, it is unfortunate when the 
negative aspects creep in as well.
